Registered abortions fell 
22,596 last year 


By a Staff Reporter 

Registered abortions in Eng¬ 
land and Wales fell last year 
by 22,596, or 14 per cent, 
according to figures released 
yesterday by the Office of Popu¬ 
lation Censuses and Surveys. 
There were 140,521 abortions in 
1975, against 163,117 in 1974. 

; The 1975 figures represent a 
continued decline which began 
after the peak of 167,149 in 
1973. 

Abortions for non-resident 
women have fallen by 37 per 
cent from 53,695 in 1974 to 
33.873 in 1975. The drop has 
been caused by the decline in 
abortions for women resident in 
Franco. 


However, abortions for 
women resident in Italy and 
Spain have risen by 207 per 
cent and 49 per cent respec¬ 
tively. The report says-. “ These 
fluctuations may reflect changes 
in abortion policies of the re¬ 
spective countries 
Abortions or women resident 
in England and Wales dropped 
bv 25 per cent from 109.432 to 
106,648. There has been a de¬ 
cline in all age groups with the 
exception of girls under 16, for 
whom there lias been a rise nf 
9 per cent from 3.243 t« 3.526. 
The increase, the report savs, is 
“more than accounted for bv 
the increase in the population 
of that age group”. 


employee cannot be compelled to 
be a member of a particular union 
if he objects on any reasonable 
grounds to being a member of 
that union.'

That did not 
seem equitable, because on the 
facts regarding practice there 
was no obligation on them to 


rejoin their original union. 
Tbe judgment said : 

In fret, if they wore fo remain in 
tlw employment of foe hoard oa 
our present fioik^gs. they are 
entitled nrt to be members of cue 
of tbe NJIC unir-n< until the 
necessary practice fc established 
for all employees to become mem¬ 
bers. 

The judgment said 
there was a risk of industrial 
strife at Ferrybridge C, and 
because tbe NJIC unions hod 
not indulged in industrial 
action or threats of industrial 
action previously, that did nor 
mean that the threat did uot 
exist. 

Tbe tribunal had been im¬ 
pressed by the sensible and 
level-headed attitude of the 
NJIC unions at Ferrybridge. 
* Our final conclusion is unani¬ 
mous that it is not practicable 
and in accordance with equity 
for the applicants to be rein¬ 
stated ”, the judgment said, 
adding: “ It is only- right that 
Ferrybridge C should not be 
subjected to further irrespon¬ 
sible'conduct by the applicants, 
although if we felt that the 
applicants would act respon¬ 
sibly and sensibly on a recom¬ 
mendation for reinstatement.

House of Commons 
The House met to elect a succes¬ 
sor to Mr Selwyn Lloyd as 
Speaker. 

The SPEAKER said he \viAsd to 
amplify' his statement a fortnight 
a*o indicating bis intention to 
rasiin the Chair. Ha would begin 
In", thanking all those .who had 
served the House and himself in 
...II'his period'of office. He would 
not name anyone, thereby main¬ 
taining his record. 

I think the Bouse is aware (he 
said) of its collective faults: the 
Ions windedness. sedentary inter¬ 
ruptions, points of order which are 
not points of order, inability to 
scrutinize Bills and statutory in¬ 
struments as they should be scru* 
tittiaed, and many other matters 
which were pointed out yesterday. 

Oa the credit side, 1 think most 
Mps work extremely hord. They 
art an'important link—on increas¬ 
ingly important link—between 
ordinary citizens and Government 
departments and public bodies. 
Th/jy at. least can get an answer 
even though it may not always be a 
satisfactory one. 

Although the volume of Govern¬ 
ment business means dial the 
check on legislation is far from 
be^ng as good as it should be, 
ministers can be questioned, they 
can be called to account and if a 
majority in the Bouse so decided 
they 'can turn the Government out. 

These are not inconsiderable 
matters. .Therefore, though politi¬ 
cians as a species have never ever 
been popular, do not let us den¬ 
igrate ourselves too much. 

~ He was resigning primarily 
because five years was as long as 
znyone could be expected to 
occupy the office of Speaker with 
its*many strains and stresses. 

Having made .that decision (he 
went on) I have to consider my 
position as an MP. I firmly believe

Tiie office of Speaker (she said) 
commands our loyalty and sup¬ 
port, but only the holder of this 
office can gain what you will take 
away with yon today—our love and 
admiration.

MR THORPE. Leader of the 
Liberal Party (North Devon. L). 
said they saluted Mr Lloyd as a 
Speaker who had been firm, impar¬ 
tial and upheld every one of the 
traditions of The House. 

The authority of the Speaker 
rested on his ability to sain the 
confidence of his fellow MPs, their 
respect for fcls fairness ard the fact 
that he was held In the highest 
resard. On that last Mr Lloyd's 
authority had bean immense. Ir 
was nit'the task'or* the Speaker to 
wield power in an authoritarian 
sense.

“ That Mr George Thomas do 
take the Chair of this House as 
Speaker ”. (Cheers.) 

He said the motion would be 
accepted with enthusiasm by all 
those who had witnessed the quick 
wit by which he had been able, and 
In future would be able, to defuse 
a near-explosive situation and re¬ 
store harmony and good will where 
a few minutes before there had 
been conflict and anger. 

His father was a miner who died 
when Mr Thomas was a small boy. 
The great influences in the life or 
the Speaker-elect had been his 
church, his party, and, may be 
above all, his mother, a remark¬ 
able woman known with affection 
throughout Wales as_*‘ 

Percent of theraen in the valley in 
which he lived were unemployed 
and the consequential suffering 
which he saw around Mm left an 
indelible mark on iris nrind. As a 
lay preacher he had preached for' 
40 years in almost every town in 
Wales and sometimes in the United 
States. Mr Thomas attained the 
highest offlee open to' a layman 
when he became Vice-President of 
the Methodist Conference. He was 
the first MP. to do so. 

As a result of his articipation la 
local politics be was elected MP 
for Cardiff, West, in 1945. He was 
a member of the Sneaker’s Panel 
of Chairmen from 1951 to 1954 and 
became a member oF the Govern¬ 
ment in 1964 as Under Secretary 
for the Home Office. Tn 1966 he 
was made Minister of-State at the 
Welsh Office, and later at the 
Commonwealth Office. Frpm. 1968 
to 1970 be was Secretary of State 
for Wales. 

Mr Thomas had been Deputy 
Sneaker and Chairman of Ways 
and Means since 1954. His beha¬ 
viour in tbe Chair during this test¬ 
ing period had given convincing 
proof that he possessed to tbe full 
the qualities which the House 
expected In its Speaker. 

In electing him to the Chair (he 
said) we arc doing him a great 
honour, the greatest this House 
can accord any of its members, but 
in doing so we appreciate that we 
arc imposing upon him severe 
hardship. 

Perhaps the greatest sacrifice we 
are imposing upon him is one 
which with bis temperament must 
be particularly irksome. Being an 
exneptinnaUy sociable person he 
will sadly miss the company of his 
colleagues in his withdrawal to the 
comparative seclusion to which a 
Speaker must unfortunately retire. 
His colleagues win equally miss bis 
company. (Cheers.) 

It would be a mistake to foink- 
that because oE his geniality and 
love of fun there was anvthing soft 
about Mr Thomas. On matters of 
principle, on which he Felt keenly, 
on the eihical and social issues 
engraved deeply la his heart, be 
was tough and inf 1 e.sJble. 

I prophesy (he said) thar he will 
make an admirable if rather un¬ 
orthodox Speaker, iLaughter.) He 
lacks tbe advantage of a legal 
training, but this will be compen¬ 
sated by his reserves of common 
sense, Jong experience in the 
Chair, and his deep sense of jus¬ 
tice. 

They could be confident that the 
new Speaker would uphold to the 
full the traditions of the House and 
its prestige and would exercise the 
authority of tne Chair with 
humuur. dignity, modesty, a Halit 
hut firm hand and with absolute 
impartiality. (Loud chee's )

He 
wished him God speed and good 
fortune in the task-that lay ahead.

He quoted the lines in Welsh and 
then English: 

“ The land of my fathers is dear 
onto tne ”, 

Once only in the long history or 
the House bad a Welsh consti¬ 
tuency member been, elected to the 
office of Speaker. That was in 1685 
when Mr John Trevor, the member 
for Denbigb,' was called to the 
Chair. 

The poor man (be said) suffered 
a squint In both eyes—(loud 
laughter)—which led to consider¬ 
able confusion since It was a time 
when Mr Speaker pointed at the 
member he intended to speak. If 
tbs House honours me with its 
trust, 1 hope there will be no 
similar doubt about wltom I call. 

Tbe City of Cardiff had been 
rep resen red in the House since 
1542 but this was the first time in 
the ensuing 434 years when one of 
its members had. been nominated 
for the Chair. 

MPs carried a high trust. To be 
selected by one's fellow citizens ro 
exercise judgment on their behalf 
was both a privilege and a mighty 
responsibility. 

Tbev lived in a different world 
from that they knew when he first 
entered the House, hut the 
Commons adapted itself to the 
changing demands of the society it 
sought to serve. Nona the less the 
basic role of the House remained 
unchanged. It yrould always be the 
guardian of the people’s rights and 
liberties’." ■ . .. ' ' •" 

Britain: (he said) is-a parliamen¬ 
tary democracy and anything that 
■ undermines the dignity and auth¬ 
ority ot this'House is a. threat to 
our democratic way of life. (Loud 
cheers.)* ' ' ‘ • ' * ■ 

Within tbe House Mr Speaker 
•was the guardian of the rights and 
privileges of every member seeking 
to discharge his duly. It was the 
responsibility of the occupant of

If the House (he said).honours 
-ms with its trust today I shall do 
* my utmost to fulfil thgt duty, 
f shall conclude by tefling the 
House that if it decides .to call me 
to that Chair, God AUnighty being 
my helper L shall Strive to the 
utmost to serve the; House with 
impartiality 3nd without fear, or 
favour. (Prolonged-Cheers.)- 

The SPEAKER then put the 
question, which was."carried unan¬ 
imously. Mr Lloyd:' said It only 
remained for JUm to congratulate 
his successor, offer him has sincere 
good wishes and take his leave of 
tha House. 

Mr Thomas was then, in accor¬ 
dance with ancient tradition,, and 
amid cheers and laughter, dragged 
. to the Chair by Mr;'Strauss and Sir 
D. Walker-Smith. 2 ' . 

MR THOMAS said that before He 
assumed the Chair'as Speaker-elect 
he wanted to thank the House for 
its confidence. I pray (he said) 
that I shall prove'worthy and that 
all of us will maintain" the high 
traditions of this place. (Laud and 
prolonged cheers.) 

MR HAROLD WILSON con¬ 
gratulated Mr Thomas and 
expressed the pleasure of the 
House at his election. 

He said over recent weeks there 
had been the fullest consultations 
am one backbenchers in all parts of 
the House. 

It was only now following those 
consultations and the result of 
them rhat he felt it appropriate to 
reveal that the Cabinet, bad it been 
asked to express a public recom¬ 
mendation, would have recorded 
their unanimous support for the 
proposition that had just been 
endorsed..

Mr Thomas s knowledge of the 
procedures and practices and the 
indefinable special cods which gov¬ 
erned their proceedings was only 
one of the qualifications the House 
knew. He had deep humanity’ end 
knowledge of people; humanity 
bom in him in the Rhondda and 
expressed in his distinguished ser¬ 
vice to the church of which he had 
been vice-president. 

He had compassiuo which had 
been tested when, us Secretary uf 
State for Wales, he had had the 
most difficult rede of ail. comfort¬ 
ing the bereaved parents as th? 
botiios were brought in at Aherlan. 
His datennlration had been shown 
when months afterwards ha had. 
almost sln.:lchanded. secured the 
removal of the last frightening 
tips striking terror into the harts 
of those in Aberfsn. 

He had played his part in the 
investiture of the Prince of Wales 
when bh mastery of his mother 
toiigui had been balv a few weeks 
old. 

It was a "good tiiFng that rulings 
of previous Speakers forbade the 
use o-f Welsh, dasplte some 
minority dissatisfaction. Mr 
Thomas had himself once referred 
to tbe Lord Mayor of Cardiff as

Tbe eastern part will 
become a province, with the 
sacred oasis town of Sinara as 
capital and Mr Mehdi Saharaui 
as Baja.

Snag hits Mediterranean free trade pi 


From David Cross 
Brussels, Feb 3 
Although the European Com¬ 
munity is pressing ahead with 
the second phase of its plans 
for a Mediterranean free trade 
area, fresh difficulties have 
surfaced with Morocco and 
Tunisia over agreements they 
tentatively concluded with tlie 
EEC last month during the first 
stage of the process. 

Mr Habib Chatty, the 
Tuoisian Foreign Minister, met 
members of the European Com¬ 
mission in Brussels today to 
protest at what he and* the 
Moroccans see as unfair dis¬ 
crimination against their eco¬ 
nomic interests in favour of 
the Algerians, their Maghreb 
neighbours. 

The Tunisians and Moroccans 
argue that tbe Commuoity has 
granted Algeria better access 
for its exports of oranges and 
high quality wines than for 
their own exports of the same 
products. This irritation has 
been aggravated by the fart 
that the new EEC deal with 
Algeria was concluded after 
their own preferential agree 
me tus. 

They point out that in its 
relations with the three Magh¬ 
reb countries the Communi^s 
policy was to offer equal advan 


rages to- them alL This balance 
has been' distorted by the 
special advantages granted to 
the Algerians; 

The ELEC; on the other hand, 
claims that a fair overall 
balance has been achieved be¬ 
cause trade concessions offered 
the Tunisians and Moroccans 
for other-produce are more im¬ 
portant to these countries than 
IQ the Algerians. 

Because oranges are one of 
the few agricultural products 
which matter to the Algerian 
cconotmr, for example, ir was 
only fair to make special 
arrangements for them. In 
addition, tbe Algerians have for 
some years had better accass 
to tiie French market than com, 
peting products from the other 
Maghreb countries. 

. Jb* dispute is holding up the 
initialling of the agreements 
with both the Moroccans .and 
toe Tunisians. By contrast, the 
Algerians gave their formal 
agreement to their deal with 
the Community last week.

Senator Charles Mathias of 
Maryland, a respected liberal 
Republican who emerged after 
Vietnam and Watergate with his 
reputation considerably 

enhanced, leaves London for 
Washington today to decide 
whether he should announce 
his candidacy for -the Presi¬ 
dency. 

It will be a difficult decision,, 
and not only because be would 
be the first to admit that" 
Mathias is hardly a household 
name; If he does decide to run 
it will be as ah Independent 
candidate. _ 

This would appear to be the 
shortest route to political- 
oblivion. but the senator is not- 
deterred by the miserable fate 
of third-party . candidates. 
-According to his.reading of his¬ 
tory, they were not Indepen- 
.dents bat -radical Democrats and 
Republicans. - - 

They, failed because of their 
radicalism and today the -two 
main parties are strongly influ¬ 
enced by their radical wings. 
The Republican Party is mov¬ 
ing steadily to tbe right and the 
Democratic Party,' which he 
believes- is .still .htflusiced 
strongly by the. McGovern 
reformers, is moving to the. left. 

The crucial centre, - where 
American elections are won, is 
wide open. He believes that he 
has a.good chance, of-c ap tur i ng- 
it as an .Indepen dent. 

Senator Mathias also believes 
that the American voter is* fed 
up with the parties because 
they have failed to deal with the 
real issues. Neither party is

■ He would campaign on what 
he sees ns the real issues:

It would be a land of 
national sabbatical during which 
the country could consider its 
goals, and set a course for the 
future. 

One difficulty the senator 
sees is to convince the elector¬ 
ate that he will run as a genuine 
Independent '.and" not as a 
Republican in disguise. His vot¬ 
ing record should help._ He has 
invariably followed ah indepen¬ 
dent line in the Senate, but he 
believes that he will have to 
seek an Independent from the 
Democratic Party for .his vice- 
presidential -running-mare. 

Apparently he has already 
been approached by Mr Eugene 
McCarthy, who ran . as a 
Democratic candidate in 1968. 
It could be argued tbat the 
former senator from. Minnesota 
also campaigned for a sabbatical 
term; out Mr Mathias is 


apparently no t enthusiastic over 
the prospect of having him on 
the ticket 

The senator’s most immediate 
worry is the Campaign Finance 
Law, as amended by the 
Supreme Court It would appear 
to work against Independent 
candidates in that they would 
be denied large contributions 
as well as party funds. 

If this proves to be the case, 
be will not be able to run. He 
reckons that, even a shoe-string' 
campaign, will cost at least 
520m (£10m) and only a Rocke¬ 
feller or a Kennedy could i 
afford that. However, he is plan- ! 
ning to register his candidacy , 
io at least the IS biggest indus¬ 
trial states, the minimum i 
number if he _ is to have a 
chance of winning. 

-He is also assuring the doubt¬ 
ful that an Independent Presi¬ 
dent could work constructively 
with a Democratic or Republi¬ 
can-controlled Congress. Cer¬ 
tainly he could do no worse 
than President Ford or former 
President Nixon. 

As senator, he introduced a 
Bill to end the state-of-eraer- 
gency powers-still available to 
presidents under the' 1950 
Korean War proclamation, and 
another requiring the executive 
branch to provide Congress with 
more information. As early as 
1972, he argued strongly that no 
public . official should sub¬ 
ordinate loyally to the Consti¬ 
tution to’ an allegiance to the 
President. 

On balance, he could "be the 
man Americans are looking for, 
but his chances are slim.

Mr Sadat 
blames

President Sadat today blamed 
the civil war in Lebanon on 
Lebanese leaders .fighting.-for 
their own interests and on the 
Syrian Government.

supplied the warring sides .with 
arms'' and rejected any Arab 
intervention, on summit or .any 
other level, to. resolve the .con¬ 
flict. 

“Syria has a direct influence 
in the Lebanese arena because 
it is tbe main source of. weapons 
and does not want the. Arabs 
to expose its role.” 

Mr Sadat also accused'Syria 
of imposing its guardianship 
over the Palestine - Liberation 
Organization. “If such guar¬ 
dianship is not clear ■ to. the 
Arab nation, it is high time'to 
unmask it” 

President Sadat attacked 
Syria’s ruling Baath -Party, 
accusing it of applying deliber¬ 
ate sabotage methods to-disrupt 
Arab solidarity. 

Egypt would -continue' politi¬ 
cal efforts to settle the Middle 
East crisis until it was ascer¬ 
tained that all diplomatic 
efforts were' exhausted.

Moscow and Lake Placid, who 
are staging tee Olympics in 1380, 
** presented satisfactory reports ”, 
There was some confusion ■ over 
whether or not the Soviet Union 
v.-oold restrict tee number of visi¬ 
tors to 350.000, but be went to 
great lengths later that this was 
their estimate of tbe number they 
expected ro receive. There was no 
question of any restrictions. 

Lord Killa ton revealed, at 
another point, teat the IOC had 
or last caught up with the deve¬ 
lopment of blood transfusion, 
whereby, for some reason that he 
could not explain, blood could be 
token from an athlete’s body and 
returned next day in sucll con¬ 
dition as to provide a higher per¬ 
formance. Hie medico] commission 
of tbe IOC were to look into the 
ethics of the matter and, later. 
no doubt a new rule will be 
framed (and no doubt flouted). 

It seems wt? are free now from 
any dramatic incident such as teat 
which soured the atmosphere of 
tee eleventh Winter Games ar 
Sapporo four years ago, when two 
skiers were disqualified. The eligi¬ 
bility committee had “ raised one 
or two queries ”, but these had 
been satisfactorily explained. 1 
wonder if the one or two included 
tee Alpine skier, and Olympic 
champion at that, who featured 
prominent to commercials on 
British television lauding the vir¬ 
tues of tourism in his country ? 

I tried to tempt Lord Killauin 
Into commenting on the morality 
of a manufacturer using tins pre¬ 
cise occasion to promote a new 
kind of ski. This was, he said in 
public, a matter far the manu¬ 
facturers, but I shall be surprised 


if he is as generous to private 
conversation. Similarly, he was 
not as censorious as he might have 
been over tee contract signed by 
the Montreal . orgaraziog com¬ 
mittee which gives a clothing 
manufacturer the right to em¬ 
blazon his name on uniforms 
during tile Games in July. His 
reply, teat this would not be 
allowed at official ceremonies like 
the presentation of medals, seemed, 
fame in the extreme. I suppose 
Montreal, at this late stage, has 
him over a barrel. 

No new members were elected 
at this 77th session of the IOC, 
so- the question of introducing 
women did nut occur, but Lord 
Ki Banin went even further than 
he has dons to the past in cham¬ 
pioning their cause. He would 
not advocate the admission of a 
woman merely because she 
happened to be a woman, but he 
said : * If two people were 

equal, I would vote far the 
woman.” 

Other points raised at tee con¬ 
ference : 

Gaines of 19S4: Although 
ini-it3tionLS had not yat been seat 
out. there had already been one 
application, from Teheran- 
Women's hockey : Now permiss¬ 
ible, but the IOC were still waiting 
for tiie two bodies governing 
international women’s hockey to 
come together. 

Olympic programme : A full day 
will be set aside during the 
session in Prague next year to 
discuss policy concerning what 

constitutes an Olympic sport and 
what the future should be. 

New member countries: The 
Cayman Islands, Antigua, and 
Grenada will be recognized before 
the Montreal Games, subject to 
one or two minor fonnalitiea. 
Tennis: To be recognized once 
more, on assurances from the 
International Lawn Tennis Federa¬ 
tion that a separate, amateur 
branch of tec sport bad been 
established. Tennis would not be 
added to tiio programme, though 
it could, of course, be included 
to regional games. 

Medicine: It was tbe duty of 
all national Olvnipic committees 
and their medical advisers to 
familiarize themselves with the IK-t 
of drugs banned by tha IOC. tie 
recoiled that there was an unfor¬ 
tunate disqualification in Munich 
four years ago because an ailing 
swimmer. In nit innocence, usoa a 
medical preparation containing 
such a drug.

From the Chairman of the Bar 
Sir, Whenever a trial tiaaacts pub¬ 
lic attention there often ansea 
speculation in newspapers as to toe 
fees paid to counsel. Ibese esti¬ 
mates are. generally grossly exag¬ 
gerated. For instance, m the recent 
Linda Lovelace case one esanare 
was given that tfae four counsel in¬ 
volved would receive £15,000. In 
fact toe senior taxing officer at toe 
Old Briley has made 'a prelimmary 
taxation at (be' costs and I am 
authorized to say that toe total fees 
paid to ail'four ba rris te rs involved 
in toe case vetM not exceed £6,000. 
These fees are m r e specr not only 
of toe work hrvuived during. the 
seven days of trial both in and out 
of court, but also for all the pre- 
JljUl2J3iy preparatory .work which 
necessarily arises in every case. 

It must be remembered that a 
barrister receives fees gross, out ot 
which he most pay all the costs of 
bis practice such as the rent and 
rates of his chambers, heating, light 
safeties of clerks and typists, and 
in many cases travelling' expenses. 
Moreover very many barristers 
spend only a proportion of their 
working days actually in. court. Any 
case of any snbsta&ce involves days 
and sometimes weeks of p re pa ration, 
cpme apart from toe hours after 
court during- trial. It is not fair to 
cite isolated examples of fees -paid 
in certam cases' and then multiply 
by toe number of court days in an 
attempt ttr deduce bar riste rs ’ take-. 
home money. This produces a totally 
distorted estimate of barristers’ 
actual -e arnin g s , let alone of gross 
fees received. 

In .respect of fees peed out of 
public funds, the Bar receives gross 
fees, taxed by offitia&s based upon 
guidelines laid down by government 
in 1971-72, whereas toe cost of prac¬ 
tice mr engendering the gross fees 
received are necessarily based upon 
toe vastiiy inflated costs prevailing 
in 1976.,

Sir, The terms of your leading 
article “The Pornography of 
Hatred!" are .perplexing, in that the. 
leader writer has Knven to use'

one phrase two words which have 
always defied exact definition, and 
what he means is, “I know uuar is 
normal, 1 know what is obscene". 
He presumes too much. 

The complaint about toe award 
of costs to toe publishers because 
“ they brought toe prosecution on 
themselves by publishing -such, a 
book, and'should accept prosecution 
as a natural risk of a dishonourable 
trade" implicitly rejects the'rule of . 
law (a rejection which. may be a 
good deal more dangerous to our 
society than even the vilest porno- ■ 
graphy). Its logical extension is that 
when a defendant is acquitted, ha 
-should nevertheless be subjected 
to a swingeing fine if toe judge, or 
The Times ; disliked him in toe first 
place. 

• When you enter the area of 
sexual behaviour, you are as con¬ 
fused as .toe rest of us, including 
myself, and the silliest, thing you 
-can do is adopt a pose.of definitive 
knowledge of what is good or bad. 
■Dr Richards’s enthusiasm for dis-. 
agreeable, pictures as a stimulus to 
masturbation, and masturbation it¬ 
self, may be good or bad.

-Tamils of Sri Lanka 

From. Sir Johri Foster, QC, and 
others ■ 

Sir, Few know ton* a fifth of the 
people of Sri Lanka (Ceylon) has 
gradually,-over twenty years, been, 
deprived of political rights and now 
faces toe -relegation to second- dass 
status of its language. The Tamils 
of Ceylon have inhabited toe north 
of that island for over two thousand- 
years and always, .till the. British 
came; have formed a separate com¬ 
munity, separately governed- 

Now.-on February A, a Resolution 
is : being put ,in the Sri La nk a 
Assembly calling for a separate state 
for the Tamils. It has toe support of 
a wide range of Tamil opinion, 
including many of toe most moder¬ 
ate -and responsible Tamil spokes¬ 
men. , . 

These people fear* that their 
attempt to recover .what they regard 
as- their historic right may be used 
as an excuse for physical attacks 
and mass arrests. They, have suf¬ 
fered violence and repression on 
several occasions since Sri Lanka 
gained independence.. 


We do not presume to tell the 
Government of Sri. Lanka their busi¬ 
ness. But we_ can assure them that 
they will gain the respect of the 
world if they handle these demands 
in the spirit of some other Common-, 
wealth countries that have been 
faced by demands foe devolution, 
such as Canada and the United 
Kingdom. 

If, on toe other band, violent 
repression is used against the 
• T amil *, we hope that every British 
person who has relations with Sn 
i.anka, including our Government 
and toe business community, will 
make their disapproval known, pos¬ 
sibly by a trade boycott.

You say toat books 
intended to help people to enjoy 
making Jove should not normally be 
prohibited, but your tone is that of 
those who fifty years ago would 
certainly have prohibited them. 

Yon are right to be concerned 
abort literature that seems ugly and 
debased. I have no urge to read toe 
Lovelace book acd I detest cruelty. 
But your implication appears to bo 
that before such books, and worse, 
were available, there was no cruelty, 
no degradation of women, so rape. 
This is not so. It is toe imperfect 
nature of ourselves and of aR 
human societies that produces toe 
evils of cruelty, even among illiter¬ 
ates. Having seen a fair amount of 
what we call pornography, I believe 
(I am not completely certain) toat 
hard-core pornography may be 
therapeutic, as toe Kiiwey Report 
was therapeutic, in revealing to 
many lonely confused people that 
they are not uniquely depraved 
monsters, toat their secret thoughts 
are common to many people'; even 
their secret sadistic fantasies. 

It is conceivable toat such publi¬ 
cations .can also harm society by. 
seeming to legitimise actual cruelty, 
and tor this reason I bare some 
sympathy with your editorial. But 
the idea is merely conjecture. EveD 
toe Moors murder case leaves us 
with toe problem of whether toe 
literary' tastes of toe killers were 
cause or effect. The suppression 
lobby still cannot adduce evidence 
of individual co r r u ption by porno¬ 
graphy. If I may make one flat 
unsupported assertion, they state 
their case, as you do. Sir, and as all 
censors have done through toe ages 
—including those in Yugoslavia des¬ 
cribed-by Bernard -Levin in the 
same issue as your editorial—on 
toe basis of their own emotional 
response, and ignore toe .deeper 
implication, toat all suppression of 
ideas, including loathsome ideas, is 
more harmful to society and toe 
individual, than any literary filth* 

Who would wish to become like 
Frank Harris, yon ask. Many men 
of my acquaintance would, and if 
they didn’t, it wasn’t because they 
had not read Frank Harris, but 
because of indolence, caution or 
lack of opportunity. You should not 
leap from toe inhumanity of toe 
concentration camps to My Life and 
Loves. If half of what be writes is 
true, he had a lor of fan and gave-a 
lot of fun. Dragging toe porno¬ 
graphy of cruelty into this context 
is merely .demonstrating toe trendy 
last stand of toe instinctive censor 
who in toe current climate of belief 
has not toe courage to say toat be 
doesn’t entirely approve of sex 
itself.

From Professor P. Dagtoglou _ . 
Sir, The reaction- of the Co mm ission 
to the Greek application for. fuR 
membership of the-European Com¬ 
munity is disappointing oo two 
counts. 

It shows a short-sighted view of 
the economic prospects 'of Greece 
as . compared for instance with those 
described m toe special survey of 
The Economist and, indeed, in some 
articles of your own special issue 
-on the Greek shipowners. The Com¬ 
mission’s view is based on a static 
evaluation of the Greek economy, 
instead of considering Greece’s 
“ enormous potential for producing 
power relatively cheaply”, (in. 
the words of The Economist), 
or the aspects opened by. toe 
repatriation of the very considerable 
Greek capital abroad (a process 
already substantially under way), or 
the rapidly increasing role of Athens 
iu the financial tra n sactions of the 
Bsst Mediterranean-area. 

The Commission’s opinion is 
especially disappointing to those 
who have always thought of it as rat 
. essentially integrating political 
body rather than a bureaucratic 
secretariat confined to narrowly 
economic considerations. For Greek 
membership means far more than 
satisfying toe wishes of a smaR 
European country. 1c involves a far¬ 
sighted understanding of a- united. 


open, and democratic Europe. At a 
time when we are. faced with an 
agonized Portugal, and a Spain 
faltering towards an' uncertain 
democracy; in- a period of possible 
Comm unist participation in toe 
Italian Government, and a indeed 
front of Communists and Socialises 
in France, here we find toe 
supposedly integrating European 
institution par excellence, virtually 
refusing Greek membership.for the 
foreseeable future; ignoring toe 
fact that Greece is toe only country 
which has defeated armed Com¬ 
munist aggression (as Lady Hender¬ 
son pointed out.in her recent review 
Of C. M- Woodhouse’s book The 
Struggle for Greece, 1941-49, in The 
Observer), toe only country w-luck 
has actually succeeded in repkxdug 
without Woodshed a right-wing 
dictatorship with a liberal demo¬ 
cracy, open and. committed to 
European ideals but also needing 
European support. 

I can only hope that the Cou ncil 
of Ministers w£Q show the far- 
sighted European, approach which 
one has up to now been accustomed 
to expect from-toe Commission.

The nest pay policy 

From Professor H. A. Turner 
Sir, The problems of the next phase 
in pay policy > i be put in toe form 
of two dilemmas. 

First, one-major reason for toe 
success '(to date) of the current 
* six' pound all round ” pol ity i s its 
simplicity. By contrast, a 
polity of uniform percentage in¬ 
creases—still more, one combining 
percentages with other kinds of 
r ailing —-involves . complexities . of 
interpretation. . In every occupa¬ 
tional case, for instance.: a percent¬ 
age of what? Of basic wage-rates, 
basic raxes plus bonuses and allow¬ 
ances, total earnings, or earnings for 
standard hours ? lliese things also 
imply a machinery for inspection 
and enforcement which is at pre¬ 
sent lacking—-and would almost cay 
taxzdy be resisted. But on toe other 
hand, in historical experience 
periods of severe, compression in re¬ 
lative pay differentials' have almost 
invariably been followed by a recoil, 
induced by combined _ economic, 
customary and organizational pres¬ 
sures. if these pressures are to be 
prevented from breaking through 
at the next round, policy must in¬ 
troduce some concession to more 
skilled and qualified people. 

The second great reason for- the 
current pay policy’s success is that 
it has oprtated in a situation of 
deepening recession. Some workers 
have got more from the policy than 
they might have otherwise: but un¬ 
employment has also helped to re¬ 
strain groups who are suffering. 
from accumulated major “anoma¬ 
lies”, in relative pay from action to 
redress their grievances; particu¬ 
larly, a ' comparative absence of 
“wage drift” (from active work¬ 
place bargaining, rising piecework 
earnings and so on) has helped to 
prevent new anomalies from emerg¬ 
ing. But on the other hand again, 
if tfae next phase of polity is 
thought of as applying in a context 
of economic recovery, the restora¬ 
tion of wage drift and sectional 
bargaining power may set off an 
explosion of specific discontents. 
'Which indicates some further con¬ 
cession to alleviate at least the 
more severe of these relativity 
grievances: but here again there is 
neither mac h i r ary to evaluate nor 
agreement on ! -‘s principle. - 
- However, employees generallv 
must by now be aware that their 
nominal earnings, even when set 
against toe cost-of-living, are a quite 
illusory guide to their real stan¬ 
dards. For lower-paid wage-earners 


toe “ poverty trap ” of reduced social 
- subventions, and for middling and 
better paid people .toe. “ tox trap ” 
' of disproportionately rising state 
deductions, have frequently conver¬ 
ted nominal pay rises into actual 
cuts in real income. The simplest 
polity now would be a ■ general 
freeze of nominal pay, combined 
with a rationalization _ of • social 
benefits as a whole, ao increase in 
selected benefits (eg family allow¬ 
ances} and a.calculated reduction in 
direct taxation—so as to produce a 
better graduated post-tax income 
structure with a higher real floor. 
(And if the unions refuse to see 
that there may be better things to 
bargain - for man money wages, it 
would be possible to couple some¬ 
thing on toe same lines with 'another 
general fiat-rate pay rise—provided 
it were this-tune extended to. every¬ 
body : though in.this case the room 
for adjusting taxes and social bene¬ 
fits would be limited by toe increase 
in toe public service salary bill). 

Meanwhile, the second dilemma 
could be met by allocating a con¬ 
ceptual sum—say, equivalent to 2 
or 3 per cent of the national wage 
bill—for very selective increases to 
remedy severe anomalies in pay; 
perhaps also to finance genuinely 
“genuine” productivity agreements, 
and just possibly to help overcame 
demonstrated and - serious labour 
scarcities. This would have to be 
done under very strict conditions 
and control; the former Pay Board 
proposed in its anomalies report a 
mechanism which would with some 
extension meet the case. 

- But if the pressure for toe Illusory 
■ money of another general increase 
is GO overwhelming that, we cannot 
afford any attempt to improve the 
pay structure’s relative justice and 
. rationality, there is another possi¬ 
bility. An argument for the British 
honours system has been that ft is 
a very cheap way of rewarding pub- 
. lie service. Perhaps we could aw^rd 
not money advances but suitably- 
scaled ^ distinctions to caUlscrive 
casualties of the war agriitst infla¬ 
tion? For instance, MBEs for ail 
members of decimations which have 
fallen between 5 and 10 per cent 
behind, OBEs for those who are 
found to be between 10 and 15 per 
cent “out of line” (downwards, of 
course): and so on. Though the 
top awardee would inerirr.bly be¬ 
come known as Baron Hardup.

Mental health services 

From Professor Kathleen Jones 
Sir, In toe past five years, we have 
carried out massive programmes of 
reorganization in toe health and 
social services. The chief casualty 
of this process has been the menial 
health service. Mental health 
experts from abroad, some of whom 
remember the lively experimenta¬ 
tion in Britain in the nineteen-fifties 
and early sixties, are frequently 
startled to find toat, without sub¬ 
stantial research or even much in 
toe >vay of public debate, we have 
destroyed valuable specialisms in 
care and treatment. ■ • 

There are now few senior admini¬ 
strative staff appointments specifi¬ 
cally in mental health, and no 
coherent statistics oa which to base 
planning and evaluation. Psychiatric 
social workers have been absorbed 
into generic social work; and it is 
questionable bow long psychiatry 
can survive as it is • remorselessly 
assimilated to toe standards, toe 
practice and the machinery of 
general medicine. 

Dr David Owen, in introducing 
the recent White Paper to the 
Commons, is reported as saying toat 


“ it is rare for a report to be quite 
so realistic in assessing failures ”. 
But the White Paper Pdr!bytes tbs 
failures to lack of marr-^l resources 
and lack of public concern. It still 
adheres rigidly to a concept of 
“ integration ” which has frag¬ 
mented specialism, and which m.-ml- 
festly does not work in the interests 
of patients. 

About 600,000 people a year go 
into a mental hospital, and many 
more suffer toe inadequacies of 
what is called “ community cire 
They are not a small group, to he 
told to suffer quietly until the 
country _ gets out of its economic 
difficulties. They represent a siz¬ 
able part of the population, on whom 
economic prosperity and economic 
survival depend, and if we can 
afford Concorde and Chrysler, v.e 
can afford to invest in them. Bet 
we need more than ir.nnev. We need 
some vigorous new think ; r.g cn 1ip-v 
to save specialist skills before it is 
too late.

Call for independent arts 
councils in the region 


By Our Arts Reporter 
If the. achievements of -the 
system of arts support In Britain 
over the past 30 years were fairly 
reviewed it 'would be recognized 
as madness to exchange it for a 
more political system is the 
interests of a spurious democracy. 
Lord Gihson, chairman .of die Arts 
Council, said last night. - ' 

. “I believe a civilized Britain 
will gradually come to accept that 
a substantially higher proportion 
of its resources ought to be spent 
on the. arts, especially ff we suc¬ 
ceed in sol ring some ' of our - 
economic and sodal problems 7 ’, 
he said in. a talk at Chelsea 
College of Arts. 

" If the. arts share of our 
spending power grows significantly 
bigger I think we shall need to 
adapt our system.” - 

In a reference to the Arts 
Council’s recent announcement 
about the proposed transfer of 
greater powers to regional arts 
associations. Lord Gibson said the 
answer might be found not in a 
bogus' democratization of the 
council hut in a genuine transfer 
of responsibility in the regions to 
regionally constituted arts coun¬ 
cils. 

" I should like to see these 
bodies perform the regional equi¬ 


valent of the national function of 
the Arts CoundL 
**T should ttv» them to stand 
between local government and the 
arts just as the-Arts Council does 
between national government and 
the arts. If that is to be achieved 
these regional arts councils, for 
tint is what they must be, most 
have their independence ffom 
political influence or control 
guaranteed.”. * 

Lord Gibson answered critics- 
who urged the substitution of 
more democratic system with 
pyramid of committees starting 
with local district councils form¬ 
ing arts amii n i wi»t «nd ending, 
after a series of intervening 
electoral processes, with a national 
council'of arts' and entertainment 
advising a minister who would be 
responsible to Parliament.

Fed may tighten its 
monetary policies

i Washington, Feb 3 
I Dr Arthur Burns, chairman 
j of the Federal Reserve System, 
said today that the Fed may 
tighten its monetary policies 
I this year. 

He told Congressmen that 
i the Fed was to adjust modestly 
j its 1976 target for the money 
supply to oxter the Fed greater 
room to tighten policy if it 
1 wished. Tbe ' current target 
1 ranges “ cannot be maintained 
| indefinitely without running a 
serious of releasing new 
inflationary . pressures ”, 

1 Tbe Fed chairman told tbe 
1 banking committee of the 
j House of Representatives that 
j Fed policy should be adequate 
to sustain a strengthening of 
' the economy and to ensure 
I that there was no serious over- 
| crowding in financial markets. 
He gave a warning, however, 

| that the Fed had to beware of 
-signs of a troublesome resur- 
1 gence of inflation. • 

1 The new target-range for Ml 
1 growth for 1976 was 44 per 
.cent to 75 ner cent, compared 
with 5 per cent to 7| per cent, 
Dr Burns said. The target 
ranges for- M2 and M3 are un¬ 
changed for the moment at 7$ 
per cent to 105 per cent and 9 
per cent to 12 per cent respec¬ 
tively. 

It is improbable that this 
modest change will have an 
immediate -impact on market 
interest rate levels, and- Dr 
Burns did not suggest that any 
tightening of-Fed policies was 
planned immediately.

Some retailer members fear 
the clothing shortages will 
emerge in tbe latter part of the 
six month scheme which is to 
start on February 16.

Commenting on a letter from 
Mr Robin Atkins, a former audit 
manager at Harmood Banner, 
explaining the circumstances of 
his resignation from the fi. rm 
when it gave unqualified 
approval to _ L & C"s 1973 
accounts, he said.: “ The partner 
rakes the final responsibility for 
signing the accounts. Mr Atkins 
found this impossible to accept. 
Ee was not asked to sigo a 
thing.”

Slower rise in home prices 


By Margaret Stone 

House prices should rise 
only modestly this year, 
according to die Building 
Societies Association’s latest 
issue of Facts and Figures 
published yesterday. 

An article discusses the 
relationship between incomes 
and house prices, and points 
out that the ratio between 
average new prices and average 
earnings (for adult men) fell 
to a very low point of 3.17 by 
the fourth quarter of 1970. 

The ratio rose then to an 
“ unprecedented—and quite 
imsustainable — peak” of 4.S1 
in the second quarter of 1973, 
since when it has fallen back 
steadily to 3.67 in the third 
quarter of 1975 


“ These factors ”, says the 
-article, “will continue to 
ensure that house prices will 
rise only moderately in the 
present year.” 

However, the first-time buyer 
is not as badly placed as some 
commentators have imagined. 
A second article shows that 
average initial mortgage pay¬ 
ments in relation to incomes of 
first-time buyers climbed from 
a low point of 195 per cent 
in the second quarter of 1971 
to a high of 26X1 per cent at 
end-1973. 

Since then the figure has 
dropped back to 233 per cent. 
This is far removed from the 
c laims that first-time buyers 
are having to commit up to 
30 to 40 per cent of their earn¬ 
ings to house repayments.

The European Community's 
anti-trust department in Brus¬ 
sels has been going through a 
rough period recently at the 
hands of the European Court 
of Justice in Luxembourg. In 
the past year aluiie it has been 
overruled in its cases against 
General Motors, criticized Jor 
its failure to act ou complaints 
by the National Carbonising 
Company against Britain’s Nat¬ 
ional Coal Board, and seen fines 
against Europe's sugar com¬ 
panies u-immed from a record 
£4-5m to a mere £800,000 or so. 

Admittedly these were just a 
handful to set against the 
dozens of successful cases which 
continue to pour relentlessly 

out of the department. But their 
dramatic, headline-catching 
nature has, in the view of some 
officials in the European 
capital, not helped the image 
of the Community's anti-trust 
policy. 

Nevertheless there are now 
signs that the overworked anti¬ 
trust department has learned 
from its mistakes and is anxious 
to avoid further castigation by 
rhe court. The Commission^ 
recent decision to impose a 
£400,000 fine ou United Brands 
for allegedly firing the price oF 
its bananas at unfair levels is 
a thoroughly well-researched 
and subst&nuated case in the 
view of Community anti-trust 
experts. 

Indeed, some of the recent 
criticisms of the way the Com¬ 
mission has handled past cases 
are acknowledge by Mr Albert 
Borschette, the experienced 
Luxembourger responsible for 
the implementation of the Com¬ 
munity's anti-trust laws. He 
conceded that he and _ his 
colleagues would sometimes 
have acted differently in retro¬ 
spect. 

Ia the General Motors case, 
where the court annulled a 
£60,000 fine imposed by the 
Commission for allegedly abus¬ 
ing its monopoly powers in 
Belgium, Mr Borschette agrees 
that he overestimated the grav¬ 
ity of the case.

a minor case only involving five 
or six cars and we should not 
have been as tough as we were 
against the company”, he says. 

He and his department were 
also partly to blame for the 
muddle over National Carbon- 
ising’s case against the Coal 
Board, he feels. There was a 
lack of communication between 
the Commission and the court 
ever whose responsibility it was 
to ensure that National Carbon¬ 
ising was not forced out of busi¬ 
ness while its anti-trust com¬ 
plaint against the NCB was 
being studied by the community. 

He is less forthcoming about 
his attitude to the court’s ruling 
in the sugar case, except to say 
that be is satisfied with the 
court’s findings- In a ruling 
last month, the court reduced 
the Commission’s original fines 
on the ground that member gov¬ 
ernments were mainly to blame 
for die absence of free compe¬ 
tition in the Community because 
of the way they had organized 
the sugar market. 

Commission officials have 
never made any secret of their 
view that the Community’s 
sugar rules are a scandal from 
the consumer’s point of view. 
Import quotas and prices were 
fixed so that they encouraged 
producers to indulge in restric¬ 
tive practices in a way they 


would never have dared Is nor¬ 
mal free market conditions. 

The court’s decision to reduce 
the Commission's original fines 
and abolish them completely on 
Italian companies came as no 
surprise to these officials. As 
one of them pointed out “You 
could hardly expect the court to 
act differently, when the Com¬ 
mission itself decided to act 
act against Special National Pro¬ 
visions in Italy only a few 
months ago”. 

Most of the. officials hope 
that the court’s findings mH be 
taken fufiy into account when 
the Commtunty^s present sugar 
marketing system is reviewed. 
They concede privately, too, 
tfraif the Conuxussum has always 
shown considerably more 
courage in wheeling companies 
before the Corat of Justice 
rather than member govern¬ 
ments. 

- The tendency for the court 
to reduce fines imposed by the 
Commission in recent anti-trust 
cases has not escaped the 
attention of Mr Borschette. 

Although he argues that none 
of the Commission’s fines have 
been as swingeing as they might 
have been (even die record 
£700,000 fine imposed on T irie- 
xnont, the Belgian company, 
represented only just over one 
per cent of its annual turnover, 
compared with the ma«W ntnw 
of 10 per cent allowed under 
die Cpmzmmxty’s anti-trust rides, 
he points ora). 

He thinks the court may 
disagree. “If the court feels 
we are feting them too high, 
1 would be India ed to fix them 
lower from now on and see if 
it follows us along that Hue.” 

M Borschette rides ora any 
suggestion, that the Commission 
should impose higher fines’ on 
companies in the hope that the 
court would subsequently bring 
them down to present levels. 
This might be a temptation, hot 
must be resisted if the Com¬ 
munity’s competition policy is 
to retain its credibility, he feels.

" Often staff working on a par¬ 
ticular case have to' be iiur- 
riedZy transferred to, a" more 
urgent matter and this inevit¬ 
ably^causes delays and the 
transfer of too many cases to 
the pending tray. 

.“Sometimes I raise a new 
.problem, and my officials say 
‘ don’t bring it because we just 
.don’t have- enough people* ”, M 
Borschette says. 

. But at' a time of economic 
austerity, it would be politically 
■impossible for the Commission 
to recruit any extra staff. In 
any case, M Borschette says, 
there would be no point in try¬ 
ing to increase his personnel 
overnight, because new staff 
have to be integrated gradually 
into the dniri cades of the anti¬ 
trust legislation over a period 
of at least one or two years. 

The present situation would 
change if the Commission^ 
plans for new powers to veto 
mergers are adopted by mem¬ 
ber governments. M Borschette 
has' already given notice that 
his department would have to 
be enlarged considerably if it 
is to be able to cope with this 
increased workload. 

Progress on the Commissipxfs 
proposals for compulsory notifi¬ 
cation ■ to Brussels of major 
mergers before they take place 
is one . of M Borschette’s priori¬ 
ties for the coming months. 

After a long period in the 
doldrums, . which ' was partly 
caused by the British Govern¬ 
ment’s ., renegotiation exercise, 
the draft scheme originally pub¬ 
lished in mid-1973 is nearly 
ready for political consideration. 

. Throughout the initial top- 
level discussions, the Commis¬ 
sion has shown great flexibility 
about details of its proposals 
like minimum size of mergers 


which would Lave to be noti¬ 
fied to Brussels. 

But at least one important 
political -battle still has. to be 
.'fought. This is whether, as tne 
Commission would.

Doubting Canadians urged to search 
for a‘new society’ 


The recent remarks hv Vr 
Pierre Trudeau, the Prime 
Minister of Canada, about the 
need for his country to buiitl a 
“ new society ’ focuses atten¬ 
tion on a kind of creeping 
malaise that bas taken hold or 
Canada in the last year or so- 

Suddenly, Canadians are not 
as brimful of confidence about 
the future, at least in the near 
future, as they used to be. 

The economic dislocation 
that has hit every part of the 
industrialized world in recent 
years has seemed to catch 
Canada in a peculiarly defence¬ 
less, position, its points of vul¬ 
nerability rather glaringly 
reveal ed¬ 
it is not doing too badly, as 
for as inflation is concerned,, 
by comparison with some other 
countries. After r unnin g at 10 
per cent to 11 per cent for 
some time, the annual rate 
recently dipped to 9.6 per cent. 

; The improvement may, how¬ 
ever, prove temporary, and in 
any case it would have to be 
carried much further to pro¬ 
vide any real ground for satis- 
faction. 

That is because the United 
States, at once Canada's chief 
foreign market and its chief 
competitor in other world mar¬ 
kets, has got its inflation down 
to 7.6 per cent, breaking the 
price-escalation proximity m 
which the lwo countries had 
long, moved. 

If the trend continues, 
Canada’s balance of payments 
position will deteriorate fur¬ 
ther. And for a country more 
dependent on exports than any d 


other major industrial state, 
neither having a large domes¬ 
tic market nor belonging to a 
major trading block, the result 
could be serious indeed 

Last year’s trade-balance def¬ 
icit was officially projected 
some months ago at S3,000m 
(TL-fSOm) to S4,000m- The 
final accounting, however, 
has not been announced yet. 

One of the big factors is a 
growing deficit on oiL Huge 
quantities are imported each 
year from Venezuela and the 
Middle East to serve the East- 
Canadian market. At the_ same 
time dwindling reserves in oil- 
producing Alberta have forced 
a reduction in exports to the 
Mid-West United States. 

The Canada-United States 
“ auto ” agreement, proriding a 
modified free trade area on 
vehicles and parts, has been 
good to Canada in the sense of 
providing jobs for Ontario 
workers. But in a balance of 
payments way the country ia 
losing—to the tune of $l,000m 
to 52 , 000 m a year. 

World demand far grain has 
helped redress the balance 
somewhat, though some econ¬ 
omists are concerned that 
Canada has few long-term 
wheat agreements with other 
countries. 

Labour turmoil has added to 
the economic woes. Mr Donald 
MacDonald, the Finance Minis¬ 
ter, said last week that he 
expects final figures will show 
that Canada lost more than ,10 
million mao-days of production 
last year because of industrial 
i sputa*. 


In 1974, Canada was second 
in this respect only to Italy 
among members of toe Organi¬ 
zation for Economic Coopera¬ 
tion and Dewriopment. 

Strikes have hfc particularly 
hard at the newsprira industry, 
traditionally one of Canada’s 
big earners on the interna¬ 
tional market. Plants across the 
country have been effected by 
monchsfoiog wa&oras. 

Unemployment; now running 
a£ 12, pec cent and likely to 
set worse bripre the _ present 
harsh winter is over, is being 
aggravated by die country's 
cloudy iaternariottiafl trade posi¬ 
tion. 

Mr Trudeau’s Liberal 
Government for a long time 
took a - hands^ff attitude 
towrads toe mounting prob¬ 
lems of the economy, on the 
theory that when the powerful 
Unified Stases economy began 
to right itself, Canada’s would 
perforce follow suit 

The Liberals won a federal 
election in 1974 by campaign¬ 
ing against Mr Robert Stan¬ 
field, toe Conservative Opposi¬ 
tion _ Leader, . who planned 
selective wage and price con-' 
trails. 

Then, last October, toe 
Government did an about face 
and introduced the most strin¬ 
gent set oE peacetime economic 
controls Canaria has ever seen. 
The programme includes both 
wage and price restraints. 
Organized labour contends that 


it is really aimed at the wage 
earner, and has been fighting 
the programme tooth-and-nasi 
from toe beginning- Business 
has not been exactly ecstatic 
either, afrbnmg h generally dis¬ 
posed to give it a try. 

St remains to be seen how 
effective the programme w£Q 
be. The controls are supposed 
to fast until toe end of 1978 
wh ich is for too long in die 
opinion of both toe Censerva- 
txves and toe New Democratic 
Party, the third largest group 
in toe Commons. But in. a year- 
end . tefevisaw interview Mr 
Trudeau suggested the-possibi¬ 
lity of continuing Government 
intervention. in the economy 
after toe programme is. lifted. 
He. said .toe .free..market sys¬ 
tem^ even in its present modi- 
fied form, ncT longer-serves the 
. needs of toe country. 

In response to toe. predict* 

! aide amaache of. adtidsm 
which bis remarks provoked 
from pratttraHy' every quarter, 

'the Prime Minister made .a 
speech'- elaborating bis views.. 
Far from backing, away, he 
called - for “^structural .and 
rather .-basic’ changes* .' in 
Canada’s economic institutions, 
attitudes and public pojaries. 

' If' Canadians don’t bring 
about this, "new .society” 
voluntarily, toe ! 'Government 
would be forced to do it for 
them. 

Mr Trudeau obviously didn’t 
expect that the speech would 


either placate or silence his 
critics, and- it did not. The 
furore still hasn’t 'subsided 
more than a week later. 

When the Commons resumed 
sitting last week, following a 
five-week Christmas recess, one 
of the first items of business 
was a Conservative motion call¬ 
ing for a dissolution of Parlia¬ 
ment so that Canadians can' 
register their judgment on Mr 
Trudeau’s vision, of.the future. 
It was defeated.. •

David Burnett, dfreeror-geneRd 
of the Periodical Publishers 
Association, is proposing to 
tighten up the rules under 
which members do business 
with advertising agencies ns 
more and more agencies 
founder. 

The PPA has already doubled 
to CiO ,000-worth at paid-up 
capital its “ recognition-” re¬ 
quirements without which 
agencies are unable to a obtain 
discounr on-the advertisement 
rates charged bv publishers. 

It also seems likely that more 
*rra more agency directors will 
be required to give personal 
financial guarantees and that 
pressure will be stepped up for 
prompt payment of bills. 

Burnett says that he realizes 
aB this won’t go down too well 
with the agencies, but adds that 
in the last six mourns maga¬ 
zine publishers.have lost “some 
tens of thousands of pounds”. 
Seven agencies have failed in 
that time, and there are more 
to foliow. 

The agencies’ difficulties can 
often be traced back to the col¬ 
lapse of advertiser clients. One 
of the first of the present wave 
of agency fafinre^, Aquarius 
Griswold, came in the wake of 
a £47,000 debt created when 
Adamsez. the sanitary ware 
manufacturer, called in Che re¬ 
ceiver. • ' _
